“gulp TO SATISFY TAFT. 


Generally Believed the President 
ul Sign Measure Practically 
as It Comes from Two 
Committees,

Washington, D. C., May 27.—[Special.j— 
ft was entirely to have been expected that 
the senate should not interfere with the sugar 
gchedule in any way. The postponement of 
the vote on an income tax until June 10 and 
the windup of the fight on‘the sugar schedule 
have the way clear for some straightfor- 
ward work now in tobacco, agricultural prod- 
yets, and spirits, wines, and other beverages. 

After these are disposed of the senate will 
teach the cotton schedule, over which there 
will be a sensational fight, to be followed by 
similar battles between the high and low 
protection forces over wool, flax, and silk 
and their manufactures. 

The insurgents propose to contest all of 
these, and they are not at all discouraged by 
the fact that they have made little or no prog- 
ress in the direction of lower duties. They 
have been lucky to prevent advances in a 
gumber of cases which would have been made 
beyond all doubt if it had not been for the 
firm stand taken by the western senators in 
throwing the flashlight on every suspicious 
paragraph in the whole bill. 


Hope to End During June. 


Genator Aldrich seems to believe the tariff 
measure can be finished in the senate by the 
middie of June, and President Taft is im- 
pressed with a good deal of the same idea, 
the expectation being that the bill will be- 
come a jaw not later than July 1, or at least 
will get into the president's hands by that 
time. The prevailing belief here is that the 
president will sign the tariff bill pretty 
much as it comes from the senate and house 
committees, provided the conferees will 
agree to take the best things from both bills. 

So far as the sugar schedule is concerned 
the fight was short and sharp and eminently 
decisive. There are many things about the 
sugar schedule which are vicious beyond all 
doubt, but it is a great revenue producer. 
It results in increasing the price of sugar to 
the consumer beyond all doubt, but if the 
sugar schedule was cut down so as to wipe 
out all protection it would be absolutely nec- 
essary for the framers of the tariff bill to go 
to work at once and find some new means of 
securing revenue, so that the people at large 
would not be in any way gainers by the oper- 


There were two votes in the senate today on 
two distinct issues. The first of these was 
to strike out what is known as the Dutch 
standard test, by means of which refined 
sugars are kept out of the country almost 
entirely. Qn this the vote was 47 to 36. 


Eleven Republicans Aid Democrats. 


There were eleven republican senators who 
voted for it, including Beveridge, Bristow, 
Brown, Clapp, Crawford, Cummins, Volliver, 
Johnson, Jones, La Follette, and Nelson. All 
of the Democrats voted with these insurgent 
Republicans except the two Louisiana men, 
Foster and McEnery, who stood by thesugar 
interests of their state, as every senator from 
Louisiana has done, with few exceptions, 
and the exceptions generally failed to come 
back to the senate. 

The second test was on the direct attempt 
to reduce the duty on refined sugar from 
100 cents to 1.825 cents per pound. This 
second amendment was lost by a vote of 32 
to 58, being supported by only six Repub- 
licans—Beveridge, Bristow, Clapp, Crawford, 
La Follette, and Neison. 

In these two test votes is expressed the 
strong prevailing sentiment in the senate 
that if the thing were possibile to do the 
tariff bill should be so framed as to protect 
the beet farmers without giving the refiners’ 
trust any assistance. The sugar trust hasn't 
as many friends in the senate now as it used 
to have. Curiously enough the trust, was 
strongest in the upper house of congress dur- 
ing the time when the Democrats were jn ab- 
solute control of both houses and while they 
had a Democratic President in the White 
house. 


Wilson Bill Help to Trust. 


The Havemever influence absolutely dom- 
inated the senate and unquestionably wrote 
the sugar schedule in the Wilson tariff bill. 
That schedule was undeniably favorable to 
the trust. It was before the day when beet 
Sugar became an important factor and the 
trust was given all the benefits it asked 
for. The sugar schedule then was one of the 
things which contributed most largely to the 
downfall of the Democrats in the succeeding 
congressional elections. There had been a 
great scandal and a solemn investigation 
Which smirched several senators, it having 
been positively proved that several of them 
While engaged in figuring on the sugar tariff 
were also speculating in sugar stock in Wall 
street. 5 

Since then the senate has been chary about 
going things for the sugar trust. The sched- 


ule arranged for the Dingley bill reduced the 


differential to the trust and cut off some 
Protection. It didn’t make much difference, 
however, because there was enough duty left 
to furnish absolute prohibition agpinst bring- 
ing any refined sugar into this country. 
Since then the beet sugar industry has de- 
veloped enormously. Starting in states like 
Michigan, which is not really adapted to the 
culture, the growing of beets has been takén 
up profitably in the far west, and notably in 
Colorado. 


Throw Burden on Farmers. 


The result has been that although the sugar 
trust partially or wholly dictates the price 
of beets in the last analysis, any material re- 
@uction in the duty would fall largely, if not 
entirely, upon farmers and upon independent 
refiners. 

Under modern processes grades of raw 
SUgar are so multiplied and the manufacture 
is carried on in such a way to the limit of com- 
pete refining that any attempt to reduce the 
duty either on refined or raw sugar, or on 
both of them, would react on the farmer. If 
the duty on refined sugar were abolished it 
would have but one effect. That would be to 
stimulate the importation of refined sugar 
itself from France and Germany and other 
beet Frowing countries. The importation of 
low ‘grade sugars would cease because it 
would be unprofitable and the inevitable re- 
tte

MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STBAMSHIPS. 
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TOPUNISH MADDEN 


Retires After Successive Bal- 
lots That Leave Lone Man 
Between Defendants 

: and Fate. 


WAYMAN’S BITTER SHOT. 


Prosecutor, in Philippic, Con- 
demns Alleged Conspirators 
as Victimizers of 
Children. 


The jury in the case of Skinny Madden and 
his alleged co-conspirators stood eleven to 
one in favor of conviction last evening when 
the jurors retired for the night and sent word 
to Judge McSurely that they would make no 
report until this morning. 

Early in the deliberations to determine the 
fate of Martin B. (“ Skinny) Madden, M. 
J. Boyle, and Fred A. Pouchot, charged with 
conspiring to extort money in connection 
with a labor strike, eight men voted to sup- 
port the charges of the state, and successive 
ballots won three from the minority, these 
lining up for conviction, one at a time. 

Rumor had it early this morning that the 
one juror holding out is Samuel E. Meyers, 
781 Elston avenue, a union coppersmith's 
helper. He is said to be unwilling to include 
Pouchot in a verdict of guilty. 


Jury Retires at Early Hour. 

At 9:80 o’clock the jurymen agreed to 
discontinue deliberations until morning. 
They notified the bailiff in charge that they 
were going to bed, and were taken at once 
to the sleeping quarters prepared for them on 
the sixth floor of the Criminal Court build- 
ing. State’s Attorney Wayman and his as- 
sistants and others who had remained await- 
ing a possible early verdict left the building. 

With the ballot standing eleven for convic- 
tion and one for acquittal it is believed a 
verdict may be reached by the time court is 
convened this morning. 

The jury retired in the afternoon at 4:30 
o'clock, and within an hour it was reported 
the balloting had begun. 


Court Propounds Law. 

State’s Attorney Wayman had concluded 
his arguments for the state at 4 o'clock. 
Judge McSurely then began reading his in- 
structions to the jury. These were lengthy 
and consumed halt an hour. 

The court read the law with reference to 
conspiracy, instructed a verdict of gullty ex- 
cept in case of a reasonable doubt, explaining 
the character of the latter. He presented to 
the jury four forms of verdict—one deciaring 
che Gotepdonis net 

nt al & per ary one cail- 
ing for a ine not to exceed $2,000, and one 
providing for both penitentiary sentence and 
payment of a fine not to exceed 62.000. 

Shortly after the jury retired Judge Mc- 
Surely went to his residence, leaving word 
that he would return as soon as an agree- 
ment should be reached. Madden and his 
associates and the attorneys for the defense 
left the building a few minutes later, and 
the attorneys for the state went to Mr. Way- 
man's office. 


Bailiffs Halt Madden’s Lawyer. 

The courtroom leading to the jury room was 
cleared at 8 o'clock in the evening. A few 
minutes later Attorney James T. Brady, se- 
nior counsel for the defense, entered an ele- 
vator on the lower floor and started for Judge 
McSurely’s courtroom. Bailiffs on the sixth 
floor stopped him. Attorney Brady insisted 
upon entering the courtroom, and was in- 
formed that aids would be called to eject him 
unless he went of his own accord. 

Then it was discovered the Criminal Oourt 
building was patrolled by twenty-five bailiffs 
under the charge of Sergeant George Chatt of 
the state’s attorney's office. Half a dozen 
men guarded the sixth floor and three men 
were on each of the other floors. Several 
were stationed at the entrance to the Crim- 
inal Court building. 

Questioned why the heavy guard had been 
thrown about the Madden jury, Sergeant 
Chatt said he was acting under. the instruc- 
tions of the court. 


Report of Attempted Bribery. 

The report gained circulation that an at- 
tempt had been made to bribe a juror shortly 
after the jury had retired, and that the state’s 
attorney had sent out a hurry call for rein- 
forcements, enlisting the services of every 
detective within call. 

A few minutes after the jury had retired 
Madden met his friends in front of the court 
building. George S. Andres, the star witness 
of the state, was driving away in an automo- 
bile. 

**Good-by, old man!“ Madden yelled to 
him, waving his hat. Andres did not reply. 
Madden's automobile waited for him, and 
with Boyle and Pouchot he climbed in and 
drove away. 

After dark Madden met a party of labor 
friends in Dunne’s saloon, across the street 
from the Criminal Court building. They re- 
mained at the place until late, although word 
was taken to the labor czar that the jury had 
gone to bed. 


Wayman’s Address Is Bitter. 

The state's attorney's closing address to 
the jury was a philippic that bristled with the 
arts of the orator, enlivened now and then 
with the tre:.chant sallies of wit, now filled 
with a snarling sarcasm, and again reaching 
dramatic heights with a fiery denunciation of 
the defendants. 

The conclusion of the trial, which through- 
out has been marked by sensational features, 
constituted one of the most dramatic scenes 
ever enacted in a Criminal court of Cook 
county. 

Though the arraignment delivered by the 
prosecutor was declared to be one of the most 
gcathing on record, the chief defendant, 
Madden, after Wayman began speaking, 
propped his head up with a bundle of papers 
and a corner of the court's desk and went to 
sleep. At times, when the prosecutor shouted 
to the jury in strident tones, Madden would 
open his eyes and take a brief survey of the 
courtroom, But only fora minute. Twisting 
in his chair to rélieve his position, he ap- 
peared to fall off again into slumber. 

Boyle took the prosecutor's attack with the 
same indifference that has characterized his 
demeanor througheut the hearings, but he 
listened carefully to the summary of the 
evidence and the state's closing argument.

SENATOR FIGHTS A REPORTER 


Bailey Attacks Correspondert in 
Speech and Bout Follows. 


SOLON’S FACE HIT TWICE. 


W. S. Manning Victim of Assault and 
Loses Good Umbrella. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.—[Special.}]— 
Senator Joseph W. Bailey of Texas and W. 
Sinkler Manning, a member of the Washing- 
ton staff of the New York Times, exchanged 
blows in the corridor of the senate end of the 
capitol just before the senate adjourned this 
afternoon. There were two encounters be- 
tween them, in which Mr. Manning’s um- 


suffered any serious or painful injury. 

The clash between Senator Bailey and Mr. 
Manning was indirectly the outcome ot an 
article on the tariff situation which appeared 
under a Washington date line in the New 
York Times of last Sunday. 

In that article it was said that Senator Al- 
drich, Republican leader in the tariff debate, 
had a number of followers among Vemocrats 
“who may faithfully be set down under the 
classification of Aldrich's men and that 
„they are headed by that distinguished son 
of Texas, Joseph Weldon Balley.“ 


Calls His Detractor a Liar. 

Senator Bafley was accused of having 
taken a position on one fight or another tnat 
had played directly into Aldrich’s hand.“ 
and it was said that his action on the m- 
come tax amendments now pending. is the 
latest demonstration of his willingness to 
help his Rhode Island leader out of a difficult 
situation.” 

In the senate this afternoon Mr. Bailey 
read that part of the Times’ article which 
referred to himself, and in the course of a 
bitter speech said that the accusation against 
himself was an infamous lie and its author 
an infamous liar. » He acquitted any Re- 
publican senator of having instigated the 
article and declared that no Republican sen- 
ator would associate with such a person as 
the man who wrote it Mr. Bailey is a 
master hand at invective and he went the 
limit in his remarks. 

Mr. Manning listened to the speech from 
the press gallery and mede his notes as 
usual. When the senate adjourned he went 
down into the corridors in search of further 
news. He met Senator Bailey. Both stopped. 
Manning turned and walked down the cor- 
ridor with the senatop. 


Tells Bailey a Few Things.

Bailey threw down the umbrella. Somée- 
body picked it up and with it the gloves 
which the immaculately attired Manning had 
dropped in the scuffle. The correspondent 
gazed at the ruined umbrella ruefully: Hold- 
ing it out toward his opponent, he remarked:

EFFORT TO FLOAT IT FAILS. 


Travelers May Be Compelled to Trans- 
fer to Another Vessel. 


New York, May 27.—[{Special.}—While 
‘going to sea today the North German Lloyd 
steamship Prinsess Alice, one of the line’s 
new express boats, bound for Bremen, 
grounded in the narrows within a few feet 
of the earthworks of Fort Wadsworth, at the 
entrance to New York harbor. 

There was a heavy fog at the time, andthe 
theory is that the Prinzess Alice swung out of 
its course. to keep from colliding with La 
Bretagne of the French line, which had left 
its pier about the same hour and was out- 


bound. The French liner anchored, and the 
| fog was 80 thick it was several hours before it 


proceeded. 
; No Panjc on Board. 
The Pinsess Alice is still stuck fast. Soon 
after the mishap a call was sent to New York 
for tugs. There was little or no confusion 
among the passengers, who numbered 360 in 
the cabin and 700 in thesteerage. They lined 
the rail to see whether the small boats could 
get the liner afloat. Eight powerful harbor 
tugs nosed their way through the fog blan- 
ket and soom were tugging away. Several 
hawsers were snapped without budging the 
liner. 
The United States army boat Gen. Meigs 
came out and was soon joined by the United 
States government derelict destroyer Seneca. 
The latter got a steel cable over the liner, but 
in the terrific pressure brought to bear by 
other boats it parted a minute or so after it 
had been put into commission. . 


May Transfer Passengers. 


Investigation showed that when the 1 
ship had started in shore the anchor had 
been dropped, and it is thought that this 
pierced the hull. When the tide was at its 
highest, about 2 o’clock in the afternoon, a 
concerted effort was made to get the liner 
free, but it failed, and another attempt will 
not be made until morning.

BRUNDAGE ALARMED BY BILL 


Measure Making City Prey to 
Damage Suits Is-Advanced. 


GREAT AMOUNT IS AT STAKE. 


Legal Representatives Urge That Pro- 
posed Legislation Be Killed. 


Corporation Counsel Brundage felt he had 
been stabbed in the back yesterday when he 
heard that house bill 717 had passed to 
third reading in the upper house of the legis- 
lature. 

That was the bill nullifying the law protect- 
ing the city against “personal injury sharks,” 
which was secured by John F. Smuieki, city 
attorney four years ago. The real purport 
of the bill was detected by John R. Caverly, 
the present city attorney, and he and Mr. 
Brundage went to Springtield to oppose it. 

It had been passed by the house, but Tues- 
day evening Mr. Brundage lieft the Soot 
gatisfidd that tne bill was killed, Mr. Caver 
staying behind. The senate committee had 
voted to report on it adversely. He was 
thunderstruck when he pfeceived this tele- 
«ram from City Attorney Caveriy: 

House bill 717 advanced to third reading 
and may be put on passage tomorrow.“ 


Lobby Working for Bill. 

“The judiciaty committee of the senate 
must have reconvened and revived the bill 
after I left Springfield,”’ Mr. Brundage said. 
„There is a lobby of personal injury lawyers 
there openly working for the bill. They are 
anxious for its immediate passage, as there 
are pending about eighty cases against the 
‘city mvolvim $400,000 which the city can 
defeat unless this bill is passed. Their suc- 
‘cess will spell disaster for the city. 

They treat Chicago down there as if it 
were a foreign country, and, although its 
representation is large enough, every man 
in it seems to come from a district entirely 
separate from every other district within the 
city limits. The representatives of the 
Smaller cities do not appreciate that the 
present law is in their favor as muon as it is 
in ours.” 

Clyde A. Morrison, assistant city attorney, 
also was alarmed at the resuscitation’of the 
measure. 

Blow to Every City in State. 

„It is designed to destroy as far as possible 
the protection afforded to the people and tax- 
payers of every municipality in Ulinols by 
the requirement of a notice to the city offi- 
clals as a condition precedent to maintain- 
ing any suit against municipalities on ac- 
count of personal injuries,“ was his ex- 
planation of the effect of the law. 

„Ever since this law went into effect per- 
sonal injury lawyers have tried to restrict 
its operation and benefit to the taxpayers 
by every argument or pretext that ingenuity 
could devise. Our Supreme court in Erford 
vs. city of Peoria held that service of the 
notice is a condition precedent which must 
be alleged and proved like any other material 
fact. In Walters vs. city of Ottawa, filed 
April 28, 1908, our Supreme court held that 
service of such notice is a necessary part 
of the cause of action. 

“This bill, if passed, will nullify these two 
decisions of the Supreme court, and is so de- 
signed. It provides that it shall not be neces- 
sary to allege a service of such notice‘ in any 
declaration already filed or hereafter filed,’ 
and thatany statement averring such service 
shall not be held to state a new cause of 
action, and also provides that itshall apply to 
pending causes in courts of either original 
or appellate jurisdiction. All acts and parts 
ot acts in conflict with these provisions are 
repealed. 

“This law has already saved many thou- 
sands of dollars to the taxpayefs of Chicago, 
and will be the means to a like saving to the 
taxpayers of all of our municipalities, and 
its force and vigor should be maintained and 


safeguarded at every point.”

Go evident is it that the Cuban ship of state 
1 foundering in rough waters that the presi- 
gent and his cabinet aremanifesting concern 
and propose to be ready to provide assist- 
ance or to assume control, dependent upon 
the developments in the situation. Another 
intervention by the United States, however, 
would be of such grave character that it will 
be undertaken only with great reluctance. 

The financial condition existing in Cuba is 
due almost entirely to the rapacity of the 
“patriots. Since 1905, members of the so- 
called Army of Liberation have received 
ip the neighborhood of $60,000,000. This enor- 

wou sum was distributed among them as pay 


. for their services in the field, and almost 


$46,000,000 of it constitutes a Hen upon the 
revenues of the island. 


The United States consented to this action 


because of the realization that only in this 


way would men who had taken up arms in 


dehalf of Cuban independence be content to 
jet that independence continue. 

Of the bonds issued, $35,000.000 were sold 
toa New York banking house at 90% per cent, 
petting $31.675.000. There being a surplus 
ef funds from the internal revenue on 
band in June, 1906, $1,000,000 worth of the 
bonds were purchased by the government 
for $1,062,500, which shows how the Cuban 
credit had appreciated. 


Government Disposes of Bonds. 

Now it has been announced that the inde- 
pendent government has again sold the bonds 
for $1,050,000. This was done without any 
previous consultation with the authorities 
in Washington, and it is apparent that Pres- 
dent Gomez does not consider his action a 
violation of that provision of the Platt 
amendment, a part of the organic law of the 
republic, forbidding it to assume or con- 
tract any public debt to pay interest upon 
which anc to make a reasonable sinking tund 
provision for the ultimate discharge of which 
the ordinary revenues of the island after 


‘@efraying the current expenses of the gov- 


ernment are inadequate. 
Probably there is no doubt about the ac- 
curacy of the position of President Gomez in 


this respect for the reagon that the reissue, 


still keeps the republic within the $35,000.- 
000 originally authorized. Moreover, if the 
revenues of the island were to permit a larger 
bond issue it is contended by Cubans that 
they would not have to ask permission of the 
American government to make it. 

It is asserted in Cuba that in any event 
when the United States withdrew from the 
isiand last January it left a deticit approxi- 
mating a half million dollars. instead of the 
surplus of $2,860,000 reported by Mr. Ma- 
goon, the former provisional governor. Pres- 
ident Gomez has made economies in the 
administration, but the situation has not im- 
proved, and he was forced torPeseliithe mi- 
lion dollars’ worth of bonds which had been 
purchased several years before and which 
were regarded as an available asset of the 


republic. 


The administration, however, 
view that Ex- Gov. Magoon’s report was cor- 
rect, and that if the Cuban government had 
been run along the lines he had mapped out 
it would not be involved in the financial trou- 
ble it is undergoing at this time. 


Financial Depression Hits Island. 
Cuba is recovering from a financial depres- 
sion which followed the revolution and 
American intervention, and which was in- 
tensified by the panic in New York a couple 
of yearsago. During the six months of the

dry season in Cuba, to use one of former 


Gov. Magoon's phrases, there is a hive of 
tremendous industrial activity. Buf this 
condition ends with the beginning of the 
rainy season, which is about to start. 

When the harvest is over,“ to quote Mr. 
Magoon, ‘‘ work in the fields is unnecessary, 
unprofitable, and is in fact impossible. The 
field hands are discharged and many thou- 
sands of men are out of work. They usually 
have a small sum saved from their earnings, 
but this is inadequate to provide the neces- 
sities of life for the six months intervening 
before the next dry season, 

“At the end of six weeks or two months 
these savings are gone, and the men must 
have recourse to credit, odd jobs, or pilfering 
to secure food and other necessities. The 
large majority of.these men are honest, 
orderly, industrious, and law abiding; they 
are accustomed to normal] conditions and 
adjust themselves and their living thereto. 

“But among such eae large number there 
are many who are not orderly and law 
abiding, and the pinch of necessities breaks 
down what moral stamina they have and 
these are easily provoked or induced to vio- 
late the law. The industrial sitaation in 
Cuba is the same as it would be in a man- 
ufacturing community in the United States 
where each year mills were run to their full 
capacity, night and day, for six months, and 
then closed down for six months.“ 


Magoon Gets Work for Idle. 


Ex-Gov. Magoon prevented much unrest by 
the simple expedient of providing work for 
the unemployed. Public improvements of 
every kind and character were urgently 
needed in all portions of theisland. Author- 
ity was given for the construction of roads 
and bridges at an estimated cost of $20 886,- 
500, and an apportionment of $4,879.600 was 
made to begin the work. As a result the 
island is in a way to secure permanent bene- 
fits of better ways of communication, the 
laboring classes secured employment and 
received wages during the period in which 
they would otherwise have, been destitute 
and suffering, and a large amount of money

It is likely that the president will shortly 
appoint a new minister to Cuba. The post 
is now filled by Edwin V. Morgan, who first 
assumed his duties about five yearsago. Mr. 
Morgan is entitled to a transfer, but, more 
than this, it is the desire of the administra- 
tion to have in Havana an officer whois more 
closely allied to it, and whose representations 
will be accepted as expressive of the personal 
views of the president and the secretary of 
state. Some officials in Washington even 
go so far as to urge that a man should be 
named as a minister who will act as a resi- 
dent. But the Cubans unquestionably would 
resent intervention of this character more 
than anything else, as it would permit them 
to have independence in name only. 


Porto Rico Situation Not Grave. 
The situation in Porto Rico does not con- 
cern the president nearly as much as that 
in Cuba. There is no danger of the violation 
of peace in that dependency, and the strong 
stand Mr. Taft has taken, according to re- 
ports, has had a good effect. A committee of 
Porto Ricans called at the White house re- 
cently ahd talked with the president in re- 
gard to the situation in their island. They 
urged that he recommend that they begrant- 
ed American citizenship, but they received 
little encouragement in this direction. 

Mr. Taft's views were plainly expressed 
in the message he recently sent to congress; 
and they indicated that In his judgment the 
Porto Ricans were not sufficiently advanced 
to enjoy even the form of government grant- 
ed to them by the Foraker act. 

Another island which is causing some 
anxiety is that of Santo Domingo. A revolu- 
tionary movement is reported in the northern 
part of the republic. Since the United States 
established a financial protectorate over the 
country it has enjoyed peace and prosperity. 
It is r.ot the purpose of the authorities here 
to permit this satisfactory situation to be 
changed. A man.of war will consequently 
be sent to the disaffécted region, and it will 
be made clear that so far as the United States 
is concerned it will use its influence for the 
maintenance of the existing government and 
the preservatton of order.

STRIKE CRISIS COMES TODAY 


Start 


Georgia Railroad Will 
Twelve Mail Trains. 


FEARS OF COMPLICATIONS. 


Question of Arbitration May Be Deter 
mined at Conference. 


Atlanta, Ga., May 27.—A double crisis will 
be reached tomorrow morning in the Georgia 
railroad strike, . 

First will be the starting of twelve trains 
carrying mail. Whether white or black fire- 
men will feed the engines is the question of 
most interest: General Manager Scott re- 
fused to shed any light on this phase. Hope- 
fulness that the mail traine will be harbingers 
of peace prevails, but fears of complications 
are not concealed. The railway is counting 
on adequate protection. 


Arbitration Is an Issue. 

The second crisis is the fate of arbitration. 
It is significant that tomorrow: morning for 
the first time a complete conference on arbi- 
tration will be possible. The Georgia joint 
Terminal company controls the tracks on 
which the Georgia railroad enters Atlanta 
and the switehmen insist that any agreement 
to arbitrate must include the terminal com- 
pany. Three directors control this company 
and up to today there hag not been a ma- 
jority of them present in Atlanta to act in 
concurrence with the Georgia railroad. 

The determination to run the mail trains 
has reduced the problem of settlement to two 
issues: First, in what manner the negro 
shall be allowed to work, and, second, the 
interference with interstate commerce and 
its possible result in federal intervention. 
The conferees believe that a great gain has 
been made in eliminating the postoffice de- 
partment's dilemma and leaving the federal 
part of the problem for the interstate com- 
merce commission only. 


Merchants Resort to Wagons. 

At Thomson, Ga., today every merchant 
was running a line of wagons to Augusta, 
thirty-seven miles away, and a traction en- 
gine and car were working under lease at the 
rate of $25aday. By carriage and by auto- 
mobile the round trip to Augusta was from 
$3.50 to $7 a head, depending on which class 
the passenger wished to travel. A carload of 
provisions opened at Camack nearby became 
exhausted, with the result that genera! pro- 
vision prices rose, but the hens of the coun- 
tryside and the spring sunshine brought out 
enough eggs and vegetables to keep the poor 
from suffering.

Other High Officials Get Enough 
of Raw“ Production in 
Short Stay. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.:—[{Special.]— 
President Taft tried one act of Charles Rich- 
man’s new play, The Revelers,“ last even- 
ing at ¢he Belasco theater and found it too 
suggestive for even tacit executive approval 
and accordingly got up and left the theater, 

Mr. Richman apparently did not hesitate, in 
two of the acts at least, to spice his play suffi- 
ciently to tickle the taste and imagination of 
the most blasé devotee of the problem 
drama. The play is being tried out in Wash- 
ington. 

President Taft accepted the invitation of 
the author to attend last evening. He was 
accompanied to the theater by Mrs: Louls 
More of Cincinnati and Capt. Arthur Butt, 
his military aid. Mrs. Taft could not goowing 
to her recent illness. 


Play Broad; Critics Mild. 


The first act of the Richman play is about 
as broad as any theatrical performance that 
has been seen here for several seasons, and 
is so admitted to be by Washingtonians who 
have seen it. The criticisms, however, have 
been mild, and as a rule confined to such com- 
ments as not a play to be witnessed by chil- 
dren,” and “suggestive if not thoroughly 
understood and taken in the right spirit.

On the other hand; if the duty on raw sugar 
were lowered, it would stimulate importation 
ang possibly increase the revenf. It would 
be equally fatal to the beet growers and im- 
mensely profitable to the trust itself, which 
would like to get its raw material as cheaply 
as possible. There is really nothing short 
of the bounty-ffovision, as was tried in the 
McKinley law, which would at the same time 
reduce the cost to the consumer and give the 
beet growers and sugar makers a fair profit. 


Dutch Standard Only a Theory. 

Tt will be observed that in the senate today 
the strongest vote was on the proposed 
abolition of the Dutch standard. This really 
is more theoretical than practical, because 
all sugars anyway are tested by the polari- 
scope. The Dutch standard provision does 
keep out some of the low grade refined sugars 
which are perfectly white, but which havea 
low degree of saccharine strength. If ad- 
mitted into this country they would cut into 
the profits of the sugar trust, or force that 
concern te produce a poorer grade of sugar 
which passes current now in Germany, but 
which American consumers never have been 
willing to accept. 

The abolition of the Dutch standard was, 
however, the only thing which seemed to 
furnish a chance of punishing the sugar trust 
for its recent atrocious frauds on the gov- | 
ernment. For that reason the vote of 36 to 
47 was comparatively close, there being a 
margin of only 11, while the margin on the 
straight amendment to reduce the duty on 
refined sugar was 21. 

As.a@ result of the vote taken in the senate 
today the sugar schedule will be taken out 
of the jurisdiction of the conference entirely, 
there being no differences of opinion between 
the house and the senate. This result is dis- 
appointing in a way, because all the benefit 
of the recent legislation has been in the inter- 
est of the sugar trust itself. 


Raw Material Cost Reduced. 

First came the reciprocity treaty with Cuba, 
as a result of which the cost of the raw ma- 
terial of the sugar refining trust was reduced 
by 20 per cent of the duty. This meant an 
enormous gain to the trust because, during 
the fiscal year ending June 80, 1907, the im- 
portations of sugar not above 90 degrees test 
from Cuba alone were valued at $64,211 884. 
The duty on that was 1.65 cents per pound, 
but the rebate was 20 per cent of the entire 
duty, and every penny of that really went 
into the treasury of the trust. without any 
corresponding benefit to the beet growers. 
In the present tariff bill there le an express 
provision that the provisions of the Cuban 
reciprocity treaty shall be carried out. Be- 
sides that, raw sugar toa maximum of 300,- 
000 tons is to be admitted free coming from 
the Philippines. This, of course, is an addi- 
tional benefit to the trust. Philippine sugar, 
Hke that from Cuba, being produced from 
cane and being exclusively designed for the 
American refiners’ work. It is true that both 
the house and senate reduced the duty on re- 
fined sugar from 1.95 gents per pound to 
1.90 cents per pound 


Theoretical Out in Profits. 

This theoretically is a decrease in the profit 
of the Krust, but the reduction of one-twen- 
tieth of a cent per pound is probably too smal! 
to stimulate any importation of refined sugar, 
so that the trust comes out of the fight better 
off than ever, as the cost the American peo- 
ple mut be willing to pay for stimulating the 
production of beet sugar in the United States. | 
Curiously one thing which would hurt the 
trust most was not seriously considered by 
the senate. That would be a rise in the duty 
on raw sugar and let the rate on refined sugar 
stay where it is.

Oklahoma’s Chief Executive 
Charges Federal Attorneys 
with Limiting Testimony.

Tulsa, Okla.. May 27.—Indictments charg- 
ing fraud in the Muskogee town lot cases 
were returned by the United States grand 
jury tonight against Gov. Charles N. Has- 
kell, F. B. Severs, W. T. Hutchins, C. W. Tur- 
ner, A. Z. English, and W. R. Eaton. 

The accused men are charged with obtain- 
ing titteg_from the government to town lots 
in. Muskogee by illegal methods. Bond in 
each case was fixed at $5,000 and was fur- 

shed. Arrangements for the trials have not 

made, but it is thought the cases will 
be heard af an early date. 


Second Indictment at Tulsa. 

This is the second indictment for Gov. 
Haskell in Tulsa. The first bills were dis- 
missed on a technicality. The federal au- 
thorities at once began preparing new evi- 
dence along the lines indicated by the court’s 
ruling. ope, 

The fight before the grand jury had many 
sensational features. Numerous witnesses 
from Ohio and elsewhere testified. Twenty 
were on the stand today. 


Saye Cases Have No Merit. 

Gov. Haskell in discussing the indictment 
tonight said: 

As a result of four government attorneys 
and an army of secret service men surround- 
ing the grand jury and limiting the testimony 
to just what suited them indictments have 
been secured against me. I am thoroughly 
satisfied that when the facts are made known 
in the open the govermment at Washington 
will not approve of these cases, which prac- 
tically all the people of this locality know 
have no merit. 

Later disclosures in this case will speak 
for themselves, and show plainly the origin 
and intent connected with them. The only 
embarrassment to me is that many witnesses 
must be brought from a great distance, and 
the trial will result in much other expense 
which unfortunately I have not the means 
to bear. However, my numerous friends in 
Oklahoma, including many Republicans, 
have generously shared the expense up to

His eye lit on a chunky little auto- 
biography in the middle of page 800, which 
was in the form of a catalogue of stirring 
deeds, topped in large black letters with the 
name Lafayette—Savay, Norbert.”

He had been a per- 
sonal counsel to Marcus Daly out lu Montana 
in the glad and bad and mad copper days.

Who was this M. Lafayette-Savay, de- 
scended from the marquis de la Fayette, 
through the female line, anyway? 

So the count started out to acquire the de- 
sired information. It wasn’t easy to get. No- 
body: seemed able to tell him who the fellow 
was. 

At length the count met Maceo’s aid, the 
mountain climber, at the home of a woman 
friend in Fifth avenue. The hostess was 
quick to present the count to the man who 
bore his name. : 

“ Why,” she said,’ you should be acquaint- 
ed. You must be relatives.” 

Indeed.“ said the count, easily looking 
M. Lafayette-Savay between the eyes. To 
what branch of the family, may I ask, do you 
belong, sir?“ 

My mother has told me,” replied M. La- 
fayette-Gavay, that I am a great-grandson 
of Gen. de la Fayette.“

5 TO FIGHT SUIT. 
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Accused in 650,00 Plea of Repeating 
Stories About Woman. 


Mrs. Mary A. Lavender's formal charges 
of slander t the Rev. Edward D. Craw- 
ford, pastor of the Woodlawn Park Methodist 
Episcopal church, were filed yesterday by 
| her attorney, Seth F. Crews. Mrs. Lavender 
' asks $50,000 damages for statements alleged 
to have been made by the minister in con- 
nection with a confession said to have been 
made by her. Reports of this confession led 
to the resignation of the Rev. John D. Leek 
from the pulpit of the Western Avenue Meth- 
odist church. 

The Rev. Mr. Crawford has until June 19 
to reply to Mrs. Lavender’s complaint. He 
refuses to discuss his probable action. His 
friends declare there will be no settlement. 

In Mrs. Lavender’s complaint it is. set 
forth in part that “‘ before the committing by 
Mr. Crawford of several grievances, herein- 
after set forth, she was a person of good 
name, credit, and repute in the community, 
and enjoyed the esteem of her neighbors.“ 


Accused of Malicious Talk. 

It is declared that Mr. Crawford, knowing 
this, began contriving and maticiously intend- 
ing to injure the plaintiff in certain dis- 
courses. 

Mr. Crawford is said to have stated in the 
presence of several persons that Mrs. Laven- 
dér was unduly familiar with John D. Leek, 
and that Mr. Crawford stated to several per- 
sons that Mrs. 
him. This complaint is repeated several 
times, different dates upon which Mr. Craw- 
ford made the charge being stated.

LIQUOR GAINS A POINT. 


|All Right for Judges to Grant 
Saloon Licenses if It Be 
Duty Under Law. 


Denver, Colo., May 27.—[Special. ]—Clergy- 
men and lay men should not use tobacco, but 
it is not contrary to the principles of the 
| church for Presbyterian judges to grant sa- 


eral assembly, of the Presbyterian church 
today. 

The assembly thus expressed itself in ap- 
proving the report of the temperance com- 
mittee. The report commended President 
Taft, Emperor William, and former Presi- 
dent Eliot of Harvard for being teetotalers 
and urged the ministers of the church to peti- 
tion congress to stop interstate shipments of 
liquors and to prohibit the use of the malle 
for the distribution of advertisements of 
liquor. 

The Rev. Ellsworth Rich of Watsonville, 
Cal., introduced a resolution that ministers * 
should not use tobacco. A laymen arose 
and declared that Mr. Rich should include 
laymen. This was done and the resolution 
was adopted amid cheering. 


But Smoking Goes On as Usual. 


A comarifssioner then urged the adoption of 
a resolution that Presbyterian judges should 
refuse to grant licenses for saloons, even if 
it be their duty under the law. Several 
speakers opposed this with the argument 
that a judge should not be criticised for his 
actions under the law, but the first speaker 
demanded that judges, when confronted with 
such a situation, resign from the bench 
rat than grant the license. The resolu- 
tion was defeated. 

Rear Admiral Watson, U. S. N., retired, 
who commanded a wars“ p in Farragut's 
fleet in thé battle of Mobile bay, didn't Mke 
the action in regard to tobacco. 

“I am disgusted at thig assembly,“ he 
said, for putting tobacco in the same cate- 
gory with intoxicating liquor and becoming 
fanatical by denouncing tobacco and thus 
weakening the forces of the deliverance 
against liquor.” 

Smoking went on this evening as usual. 


Mixup in Representation Fight. 


The fight over the proposition to reduce 
the size of the assembly through the basis 
of synodical representation was continued. 
„There were protests, points of order, motions 
‘to table, and scores of amendments, It all 
wound up in hopeless confusion, and a mo- 
tion prevailed to refer the whole business to 
the committee on the policy of the church 
with orders to report back to the assembly 
tomorrow. Every vote taken showed the 
determination of the assembly to adhere to 
the old method, and it seems certain the final 
vote will be to this effect, as the commission- 
ers from the small presbyteries are in the 
majority and never willingly will surrender 
their right to attend the assembly. 

The matter of ‘‘modern theology and 
courses of study to meet with modern con- 
ditions "” came up in the report of the com- 
mittee on theological seminaries. The cec- 


ommendation said that while there was a de- 
mand for advanced teaching the doctrines of 
the church are sufficient to meet modern con-

The name of one of the most prominent bank- 
ers in the city is mentioned in connection 
‘with the case, and District Attorney Blakeley 
refused to deny that this man is to be charged 
with offering a bribe. 

Other officials otf the same bank will be 
named and it is probable that other banks 
will be brought into the case. 


Many Subpenas Issued. 

The district attorney caused to be issued 
this evening subpeenas for every man who 
was a member of the last.councils. Some 
eighty of. these have been examined. The 
other forty or fifty will be brought in to- 
morrow. 

The grand jury return will be the greatest 
sensation of the entire graft scandal. It 
probably will accuse men high in the busi- 
ness life of the city. Several councilmen 
probably will also be accused. 

The district attorney has struck a lead and 
is now closely following it. In addition to 
the vacation of South Seventh street, for the 
A. M. Byers company, there have been other 
suspicious matters inquired into. These, it - 
is declared, have had to do with banks who 
offered and paid large sums for the right to 
be known as city depositories, these payments 
being made during the pendancy of the ordi- 
nance which resulted in the conviction of 
Councilmen Klein, Wasson, and Brand. 


Surprising Revelations Expected. 


It has been the practice in Pittsburg, ac- 
cording to statements made by those inter- 
ested for cotncilmen, to panhandle banks 
and every other interest desiring legislation.

Abandons Two Cent Minimum. 


, The railroads have abandoned. for the pres- 
ent at least, their attempt to maintain 2 cents 
6 mile as the minimum rate in states where 
rates have been reduced by legislation. 
This subject was considered at several meet- 
ings during the winter and spring and finally 
was settled by an agreement to adopt a fare 
aud a half as the uniform basis for conven- 
tions and gatherings where the attendance 
gill be 1.000 or more. Tickets will be sold at 
these rates on the certificate plan. For all 
other gatherings where application is made 
for reduced rates the conditions will be inves- 
tigated by the chairman of the Western Pas- 
genger association and will be passed upon 
by the executive committee. 

It was announced that the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals would hear the final 
arguments during the week of June 21 in the 
Missouri river rate case, after which they 
wilt decide as to the legality of the order of 
the interstate commerce commission reduc- 
ing the through freight rates from the sea- 
ard to the Missouri river. 

No decision has yet been rendered on the 
gpplication of the commission for a dissolu- 
tion of the interlocutory order under which 
the enforcement of the rates now 16 re- 
strained. The attorneys for the railroads 
and the commission expect this decision will 
be held up until the court has an opportunity 
to-hear the entire case. 


Kindel Case Order Postponed. 


The interstate commerce commission has 
postponed until July 1 its order reducing 
the through rates from Chicago to Denver 
tin what is known as the Kindel case. The 
railroads last week filed an application for 
@ injunction in this case, and arguments 
were to have been heard today, but it is now 
stated that the carriers Will await the dect- 
tion of the court in the Missouri river case. 
which involves the same principles. 

It developed during the day that the Chica- 
go Team-Owners’ assoctiation is interested in 
the complaint before the interstate commis- 
sion in which the Wholesale Fruit and Pro- 
duce association asks for an order compel- 
ling the railroads to load and unload car- 
joad shipments of produce. A large number 
of teamsters testified before Special Exam- 
mer Brown alleging the inconvenience and 
added expense caused by the refusal of the 
roads to furnish help in loading and unload- 
ing, after having done so up to January 1, 
1008. 

Freight Agent’s Testimony.

general freight agent of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railway, testified that 
the practice of the roads in helping with 
caricad shipments had grown up in Chicago 
on account of competition, but that a car- 
load rating was predicated on the theory 
that the shipper should load and unload.

ELECTRIC HEADLIGHT A DANGER 


Strong Rays Tend to Destroy Power of 
Engineers to Distinguish 
Signal Lights. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 27.—[Special.]—At 
A conference of members of the Indiana rail- 
road commission and representatives of 
practically all the railroads operating in 
the state the dangers incidént to the use of 
electric headlights on locomotives were 
brought out. Under the law of the last ses- 
sion of the legislature the commission hag 
power to order railroad companies to use 
Stronger headlights, and the conference was 
Called to consider that question. 

Dangers from a stronger type of lamps, it 
Was shown, arise from the fact, supported 
by a large number of practical tests, that 
the intensity of the rays when used on a 
locomotive tends to destroy the power of 
enginemen to distinguish colors used in 
switch lamps, and that sitting behind strong 
rays for a considerable length of time pro- 
duces fatigue of the eyes and interferes with 
reading of night train orders and signals. 

It was further shown by reports of practi- 
cal tests that the passing of two engines on 
Parallel tracks, when both are equipped with 
a strong light, produces temporary blindness 
on the part of the engineers and temporarily 
meapacitates them for signal observance.
